‘Chi-raq’ is not the movie you think it is 


Set visit reveals new 
details on Spike Lee film

A visit to the set of Spike Lee’s “Chi-raq” this 
week revealed that much speculation about 
the movie — sparked largely by the title itself — 
has been off the mark. 

Until the Tribune’s behind-the scenes look 
at the film, which has been shrouded in mys- 
tery since news of the project first leaked in the 
spring, it was unclear how the movie would ap- 
proach the subject of violence in Chicago, par- 
ticularly black-on-black violence in the city’s 
Englewood neighborhood. 

Before a single frame was shot, the title be- 
came instantly polarizing— the term has been 
around for a few years now, equating gun vio- 
lence in the city with that of the war zone in 
Iraq— and curiosity has been intense. 

Filming wraps Thursday and throughout the 
five-week shoot Lee has remained silent. 

The assumption all along has been that the 
movie would be a grim indictment, or worse, a 
glorification, of gang violence, but screenwriter 
Kevin Willmott likens their approach to “Dr. 


Strangelove,” Stanley Kubrick’s 1964 political 
satire about nuclear war in the Cold War era. 

“It doesn’t get much more serious than 
atomic warfare,” he said, “but you’re able to 
see the serious side of the point and also laugh 
at the absurdity of the problem. And I think 
that’s the element we’re interested in— laugh- 
ing at the absurdity of the problem to some de- 
gree. Spike’s made a lot of movies that straddle 
that line, and he’s very good at that.” 

The title has not yet been finalized, but it 
will include the slang “Chi-raq.” Yes, with a hy- 
phen. And roughly 80 percent has been filmed 
in and around Englewood. 

The cast features Angela Bassett, Nick Can- 
non, D.B. Sweeney Wesley Snipes and a num- 
ber of Chicago-area natives: Jennifer Hudson, 
John Cusack, Steve Harris (“The Practice”) and 
Harry Lennix (“The Blacklist”). 

(Contrary to what has been rumored, Com- 
mon and Jeremy Piven are not in the film.) 

Teyonah Parris is the star, and her credits in- 
clude “Dear White People” and the Starz series 
“Survivor’s Remorse.” Her most high-profile 
role to date has been on “Mad Men” as Don 
Draper’s quietly no-nonsense secretary Dawn. 


In “Chi-raq” she plays a woman so fed up with 
gun violence that she launches a sex strike. 

It’s a satire based on the classic Aristophanes 
play “Lysistrata” from 411 B.C.— in which the 
women of ancient Greece withhold sex until 
their men put an end to the Peloponnesian 
War. 

“It’s a great premise, you know? Women go- 
ing on a sex strike,” Lee said. 

On Twitter, people have posted photos taken 
outside the General Jones Armory on Cottage 
Grove Avenue, where alarge rally was filmed and 
two big pink banners were hung on the outside 

of the building that read: “No peace, no p ” 

—no sex, in other words— signaling a certain 
level of knowingly outrageous comedy at play 

Asked about finding the right tone and level 
of dark comedy in the story’s satiric roots, Lee 
cited one of his earlier and best-known films: 

“ ‘Do the Right Thing’ is funny as a 
mother{bleep}er. And it’s still a serious film. 
I did that 26 years ago. I’ve been doing that. 
I have no problems doing a film with several 
different tones. So it’s not a problem. I’m not 
saying it’s easy to do, because you go from one 
spectrum to another.” 


It’s the film’s title that has thrown people 
for a loop. The original script, which Will- 
mott wrote 13 years ago, wasn’t set in Chicago. 
When he and Lee came together last year to 
work on developing it some more, it was Lee 
who proposed a new setting. 

For Lee, “The title to me is not the issue. 
People are going to think what they want to 
think, and that’s it,” he said, adding that “no 
Brooklynites had a problem with the title 
‘Crooklyn,’ ” referring to his 1994 semiautobio- 
graphical film, a nostalgia piece about growing 
up in 1970s Brooklyn. 

When asked why he’s kept details about 
the film so close to the vest, he said, “People 
gonna find out, so you don’t have to announce 
it. I mean, there’s no way we’re gonna be able 
to sneak into Chicago and do a film this big and 
people not know about it. 

“Chicago’s a great city I’ve got nothing bad 
to say about Chicago. My late brother {Chris- 
topher} was born in Chicago, so I actually lived 
here for two years. I was 1 or 2 years old. I don’t 
even remember what neighborhood we lived 
in. Had to be the South Side, though. Had to 
be.”

Marina City, the iconic Chicago riverfront complex famed for its corncob-shaped towers, could 
soon be on the way to becoming an official city landmark. Designed by architect Bertrand 
Goldberg and built in the 1960s, the modernist complex at 300 N. State St. will be recommended 
Thursday for preliminary landmark status at a meeting of the Commission on Chicago Landmarks. 
A 54-page report by the commission’s staff calls Marina City “the most ambitious and forward- 
thinking post-war urban renewal project in Chicago in an era defined by ambitious urban renewal 
projects.”

With 
his own group, however, he’s only recently 
adopted this all-in mindset, opening up the 
process to his Eagle mates rather than holing 
up alone for solitary months of writing and 
recording. 

“Playing {the music} all by myself ... it’s 
limiting in the emotional spectrum because 
you’re getting only one guy’s emotions,” said 
Trimble, 29, who described the band’s latest, 
the shaggy retro-rock leaning “Quartz,” as 
its first truly collaborative effort. “When you 
have four people, even though it might not 
be exactly what I think every part should be, 

I think it makes up for itself on the other end 
of it ... when the four people come together 
in solidarity” 

How was the experience playing Lollapaloo- 
za last year? 

It was great! We played Wicker Park Fest 
the year before, and the {Lolla} crowd was 
bigger than that. We went to Three Dots 
and a Dash early in the day and got good and 
sauced, and then after we opened for Fitz and 
the Tantrums at that really iconic venue, the 
Metro. It was cool to go to a festival that was 
actually in the city 

You’ve mentioned Bob Dylan’s “John 
Wesley Harding” as a favorite. It’s an album 
that features The Band backing him, so it’s 
interesting you’ve adopted that Band-like 
approach, playing on records by Ben Booker 
and Alabama Shakes. Do you enjoy that col- 


laborative process? 

"Yeah, I love it, and I’ve been more into it 
lately When we were working on “Quartz,” 

I had to purge myself of collaborating with 
other people because {the album} was such 
a big thing and it took a lot of energy But 
I’m getting back into it now. I’m scoring this 
movie for a friend, and I’m going to help pro- 
duce a couple things. Nashville is a fun place 
right now because there are a lot of creative 
people, and once you find your niche there’s a 
lot you can do. 

Your song “Stepping Stone” opens with a 
mention of original sin. Did you receive your 
first exposure to music via the church?

There isn’t a local music scene I’d want to 
cover more than Chicago’s. Over the past 
few years the city has experienced a total 
renaissance— not that its community wasn’t 
strong already, but the sheer amount of su- 
premely talented rising stars and still-vibrant, 
seasoned veterans has been just astounding. 
With the rise of Chance the Rapper and 
the rest of the Savemoney crew pushing the 
limits of hip-hop; Ne-Hi, Twin Peaks and

Jimmy Whispers isn’t 
for everyone. His 
unique, outsider per- 
sona and larger-than- 
life stage presence is something to behold. 
But his music, an idiosyncratic blend of lo-fi 
indie pop gems backed by organ, and his 
quivering, personality-filled voice is stunning 
and weird. His new album “Summer In Pain” 
actually has been gestating for years, as the 
songs were fleshed out in 2011 before being 
released this spring. The songs were recorded 
via the iPhone’s voice memo app, and the 
amateurish technique allows them to stand 
on their own, proving that any professional- 
grade studio sheen would only neuter these 
tracks’ ramshackle charm.

San Francisco’s Almanac 
Beer Co. coming to Chicago 


By Josh Noel i Chicago tribune 
Almanac Beer Co., a San Francisco brewery 
that boasts one of the nation’s renowned sour 
beer programs, will begin distributing in the 
Chicago area in July via Wirtz Beverage. 

Launched in 2010 and known principally 
for its Farm to Barrel series of oak-aged 
sour beers, Almanac is rated as one of the 
nation’s Top 100 breweries by the users of 
the RateBeer website. 

A rotation of Farm to Barrel beers will 
be available in Chicago, leading off with 
the well-regarded Dogpatch Sour wild 
ale, said Amy Abraham, Wirtz’s director 
of craft beer sales. Others will arrive, 
usually one at a time and in limited 
quantities. 

Almanac’s three year-round 
beers— Golden Gate gose, India 
pale ale and Saison Dolores— also 
will be available, as well as its two 
rotating seasonals: Emperor Nor- 
ton, a dry-hopped Belgian-style 
ale brewed with apricots, available 
starting in July; and Valencia Gold, 
a golden ale brewed with Valencia 
oranges and honey available in late 
winter. All Almanac beer is distrib- 
uted in individual 22-ounce and 
375-milliliter bottles and on draft. 


Abraham said one condition of Almanac’s 
agreeing to distribution in Chicago was that 
the beer remain fresh until reaching the con- 
sumer. 

“They insisted on not warehousing the 
beer, and that it’s stored at 38 degrees 
the whole way,” she said. “The beer 
will come into our warehouse and 
then immediately go out {to stores 
and bars}.” 

Illinois is the eighth state with 
Almanac distribution, along with 
California, Washington, New York, 
Colorado, Oregon, Nevada and 
Idaho. 

Almanac’s founders will visit 
Chicago in August for a series 
of launch events, Abraham 
said. 

Almanac is the second small, 
renowned Western brewery to 
begin distribution in Chicago 
this year. Logsdon Farmhouse 
Ales, of Hood River, Ore.— 
also a Top-ioo RateBeer brew- 
ery that specializes in sour and 
traditional Belgian styles— be- 
gan distributing in Chicago via 
wine importer Abbruzzi Dis- 
tributing in June.

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Choreographer has 
the ‘Magic Mike’ touch

Alison Faulk is the lucky woman who made 
the moves for the hunks of “Magic Mike 
XXL,” the second Channing Tatum film 
about the trials and triumphs of male strip- 
pers, inspired by Tatum’s own bump and 
grind time in Tampa, Fla. The film, now in 
theaters, also stars Joe Manganiello, Matt 
Bomer and Jada Pinkett- Smith. Faulk, who 
choreographed the first “Magic Mike,” as well 
as moves for J-Lo, Madonna and Pink, says it 
took a combination of trust, humor and fe- 
male instinct. 

The following is an edited transcript. 

So what is it like coming up with all these 
sexy moves for guys? 

One of my jobs besides choreographing is to 
stand in for the girls {in the club] in rehearsal. 
So I’m constantly getting danced on by these 
amazing guys. All you can do is giggle — 
omigod, there’s someone’s crotch in your 
face. Luckily we have such a good foundation 
from the first film. It is awkward. But you 
can’t take that too seriously 

What did you do differently from the first 
“Magic Mike?” 

In the first film we gave you the typical 
stuff— the fireman, the cowboy the military 
number, “It’s Raining Men.” For the second 
one, I wanted to utilize the guys’ individual 
talents and personalities and to focus on 
what women really want. They don’t want to 
just watch, they want to interact with the guy 
Joe Manganiello does a scene where he pro- 
poses to a girl and walks through a wedding 
ceremony Of course I’d want him to carry 
me away and consummate our marriage. 


How did you come to choreograph these 
movies? 

Channing’s wife {Jenna Dewan-Tatum] and 
I toured with Janet Jackson, and she and I 
were roommates for five years. So when I 
started getting into choreography, she said 
[to Channing], “Abu should call Alison.” I 
was so honored. We had that friendship to 
start with, so there was already a trust there, 
and it was awesome to go into the project 
that way Channing has really great instincts 
and taste. I’ve learned through the years that 
he’s always right. 

Did you use any of his experience as a 
dancer in this movie? 

The finale at the male stripper convention is 
based on a real thing. They used to go to this 
actual stripper convention. He’s a gentleman, 
so he did not give any specifics. He just said 
it was so crazy And that all these things you 
could imagine going on are probably going on.
